The John E. Fetzer Foundation, Inc., a Michigan corporation, 
hereby enters into a relationship with Inner Light Ministries, a 
church incorporated in Michigan. 

The John E. Fetzer Foundation, Inc. (hereinafter "the 
Foundation") funds individuals and organizations who, through 
their actions demonstrate the mission of the Foundation. This 
includes those who are experimenting with spiritual values, 
techniques, and lifestyles that contribute to the healing of the 
whole person and the whole planet. 

Inner Light Ministries (hereinafter "ILM") is an experimental 
outreach in education and service concerned with developing and 
balancing the physical, emotional, mental, and spiritual aspects 
of individuals, and developing publications and other materials 
that contribute to this end. 

The Foundation agrees to pay to ILM on November 16, 1987, the 
remaining grant monies from fiscal years 1985-86 and 1986-87. 
This amount equals $406,000 plus interest currently in the 
Foundation's inner Light account. 

The 1987-88 fiscal year grant of $300,000 will remain in the 
Foundation's Inner Light account until July 31, 1988, and the 
relationship concerning salaries, insurances, and benefits will 
remain commensurate with that offered to Foundation employees 
until that date. 


In August of 1988 any amounts remaining from the 1987-88 fiscal 
year grant, plus any interest in the Inner Light account from 
that grant, will be paid to ILM. 

The Foundation also agrees to pay $300,000 a year to ILM for each 
of the following four fiscal years (1988-89, 1989-90, 1990-91, 
and 1991-92). This payment will be made to ILM by no later than 
August 31 each year.
